The lake, 
hooch as bitter as the Dead Sea, IB yet 
ranslucent ae Tahoe, and in calmi mir- 
or» the colon of its shores and the mat- 
ive cumuli that pile themselTM m the 
nrple sky aboTC it as no fresh water 
ake ever ran. And the Mono D*«ert 
a a desert of flowers, tbe beamy of which 
he must loring pen will never describe. 
Nowhere within the boundi of onr won- 
derful limd are thu antagonistic forces of 
fire nml ice brought BO closely and con- 
rastingly together. The volcanic pheno- 
mena are so striking we seem to be among

Like th 
fulmiuations of the Pope ngaiusl tho a< 
vnncecl ideas, forces nud measures o 
tho age, it H a reactionary uiovemeu 
against the liberal and liberalising idea 
reforms nnd reformer!) in (ho medici 
world of to-day—nn insane attempt t 
carry us buck Io Ihe bnrbnronn and di 
gubtiug remedies and methods of tl 
pasl—and to chain the living goddess o | 
modern modicnl scientific progress and 
hygiene to the putrid corpse of a worn- 
out, superannuated and barbarous sys- 
tem, that originates, like all systems 
that have come down to us from nn ig- 
norant past, in fanciful theory, conjec- 
ture and nn absurd empiricism; nud 
has been perpetuated by pioIesMoiml 
bigotry, popular prejudice and the tra- 
ditional rouline of llio schools. It is 
tbe rough handling of this irrational 
system of pompons pretension 
and 


legalized ignorance by the live radical 
forces nud movements of the nge that 
1m inspired this action on the part of 
the nedical hierachy at Sun FrnncKco. 
It betrays a consciousness on (heir part 
that they are unable to cope with the 
live forces nnd live men of the present, 
that are actively at work, aud are just 
trenching upon their ancient prerogatives 
and privileges. There has never been n 
time when the exclusive! devotees of Old 
School routine and led t.ipo h.»e been 
losing ground BO rapidly, nnd they know 
it, nud hence they have stepped foruaid 
and nsked the Legislature to give them 
the protection of statutory law. How wide- 
ly different is this spirit from thntrecent- 
lly shown nt Ihe opening exercises of the 
Ecleclic Medical College of New York, 
whose members senl forth Ihe following 
brief aud ralional exposition of the 
duties of the true physician.

FACTS BE STCBBOBS THINGS. 


In September, 18C1, two Military Hos- 
italf, at St. Louis, published their re- 
pective reports of the nnnibcr oi sick 
reated in hospital anfl per cent, of 
catbs lor the previous quarter. The 
illopathic Hospital, in charge of Dr. II. 
A. Paddock, formerly Professor in the 
icDonaicl Medical College of that city, 
eporled 160 cases of tha four leading 
lineages treated in hospital for that 
erm, viz: pneumonia, typhoid fever, 
dyseniary and diarrhea. Of these 160 
cases, 63 died; or, to give tho ratios, 
here were 70 per cent, in each of the 
three first diseases, and 22 per cent, in 
ho last one. In the other (HoitKopathic) 
hospital, in charge of Dr. E. C. Frank- 
lin, there were 179 cases of the same 
[our diseases and two deaths, these oc- 
curring in typhoid lever. Possibly we 
can here discover a reason why the allo- 
pathic surgeons of St. Louis at the close 
at the war, refused to allow Homeopathy 
a footing in the new hospital, proposed 
co be endowed by its citizens.

In the U. S. Military Hospital at 


Kansas City, Mo., (also under Homeo- 
pathic auspices) during the two years, 
from July '81 to July '63, there were 165 
eases of pneumonia, and three deaths;

108cases plenritis and one death; no 
deaths occurring in either dysentery or 
diarrhea.

It is no wonder 
hat the Into "Physician Extraordinary 
olhe Queen" of England, a veteran of 
over fifty years' practice, v,ilh n long 
ist of medical aud scientific titles, m a 
mmphlet, which he wiote to show the 
irescnt absurd nud unsatisfactory as- 
twts aud icsults of the medical profes- 
sion (Allopathic, of course, as it was the

But they would 
hesitate to ask for such a law, for the 
obvious reason that while it would inter- 
fere with the plainest right of every citi- 
zen to choose his own medical system 
and his own medical adviser, it would be 
of no service to any other paity or par- 
ties, since if any person wishes to em- 
ploy an Old School practitioner, and one 
that has gone through the medical mill, 
he can always find plenty of them at 
short notice, and can let all others as 
severely alone as he chooses. 
No one 


will attempt to force any other sort of 
medical adviser upon him, nnd in turn 
he ought not to desire any law, or the 
enforcement of any law, that will inter- 
fere with the equal right of his neighbor 
to choose his own medical system nnd 
medical man.

Of medical treatment and in the prac- 
titioners of all schools, diplomated and 
non-diplomated. Tho various systems 
compliment each other, and the practi- 
tioners of each one often give relief in 
scores of instancas where all others have 
failed. Each one of them fills a want in 
human life; nnd all of them should be 
allowed to coexist in society for the mu- 
tual benefit of each other, and of hu- 
manity. Even the healers, or magnetic 
doctors, are not without their nses. We 
easily recall a case in point. Our own 
little wife two years ago was healed of a 
very protracted and painful attack of 
rheumatism and erysipelas of the ankle- 
joint that he,d baffled the skill of the 
writer and his medical colleagues for 
many months.

The 8il?er City (N. M.) Zftrajd, of 


November llth, gives & synopsis of an 
address, delirered by GOT. Aitell, at 
thnt place, in which he has the following 
to wiy with reference to public schools. 
The Governor hits the nail square on 
the head. He evidently got a flea in his 
s&r in his Utah experience, and now sees 
the utility of opposing anything that 
smacks of Church and State: 


"The system of common schools for 


tho education of the people is the only 
method known to us by which the rc- 
qaiaite intelligence for self-government 
can bo obtained. These schools mast 
have competent teachers—competent not 
only to teach the clementury branches, 
but competent 
to 
giye moral 
in- 


struction, both by example and precept, 
and to set such examples in manners 
and general deportment as children 'Uio 
learn quickly by eye ought to follovr. 
It 


is a public calamity to liavc a low, ill- 
bred, ill-tempered, niimunnered knnre 
set as a teacher and example oTer chil- 
dren and youth. 
This public school 


fund, raised by taxation from all religious 
denominations, and from men of no 
religion—a fund which belongs !o the 
State — ooght to be strictly guarded 
aguinbt denominational influences. The 
State can teach no religion — neither 
clergymen nor priehts must be allowed to 
interfere. This is strictly secular. The 
Bible is a wonder of books, to be read 
by the religions for doctrines, by The 
devotional for its fervor and bpiritual 
consolations, by the historically in- 
clined as a record of the most n oudrf ul 
people who ever lived—those grand old 
monotheists who preser\ed tlie tradition 
of one God, bpnitnal nud tteiual, to be 
read by the lover* of poetry for its won- 
derful ;Qiagery; to be studdied as a clas- 
sic, bul never to be used as a tost book 
in our common schools. All religious 
denominations are free to inculcate their 
doctrineb in the United States. Evoii 
the Jesuits have found an asylum here 
denied them in many Catholic countries; 
but woe to them in that day when they 
attempt to interfere with this sacred pub- 
lic fund. The motto is engraven upon 
the very hearts of the people—"A.com- 
mon school open to every child in the 
Republic, and shut to every teacher of 
religious doctrines."
